Who do you think they are? 


THE Weekender reporter Marion Draper sets a 
challenge for youngsters to learn more about their 
grandparents and elderly friends: 

FOR many years I have been reporting on the jun¬ 
ior youth speaks competition, held by the llminster 
Rotarians at Swanmead School. 

It has never failed to impress me that primary 
school children can get up on the stage and speak 
to a room full of people on a topic they have chosen 
and researched. With an increase in out elderly pop¬ 
ulation, I was particularly impressed to hear a team 
from Hambridge School bring forth the subject"Do 
You Respect the Elderly?". The upshot of the argu¬ 
ment was that we just tend to see older people as 
one entity, not as individuals and directed at their 
peers: "Get off your computer screen and visit your 
grandparents more often. They are human beings 
and have feelings too, their knowledge should be 
respected and nine times out of 10 they have a se¬ 
cret we don't know" 

In the light of that I would like to challenge our 
younger readers, aged up to 18, to go and inter¬ 
view their grandparents or an elderly friend to find 
out who they used to be before they were "old 
people".

Sadly, I hardly got to know my grandparents be¬ 
fore they passed away but I am trying to find out 
more about my parents, so here is a little about my 
mother as an example: 

Margaret Spencer, now 83, moved to Crewkerne 
from Hampshire as a newlywed when she was 21. 

While husband Ron was doing his National Service, 
her first job was as a tracer for the Electricity Board 
which was only just connecting the South Somerset 
area at that time. As the poles went up and the 
houses were connected, her job was to mark a ref¬ 
erence number on the maps so that bills could be 
sent out to homes and businesses and payments 
made for way leave (a pole on private property). 

Margaret said she recalled the first property to be 
connected was in Chard on the corner of the man 
street. 

She said: "I had the job of writing number one and 
as the engineers connected the poles, I numbered 
the houses. I was the one who decided the numbers 
and the linesmen took it from me. 

"I was the only one of the girls in the office who 
knew how to read a map, I went to grammar school 
and had loved geography. 

"The larger towns had maps but for some of the 
villages we had to draw them in, the linesmen used 
to come into the office sometimes with a pencil

drawing and I had to translate it onto the main map 
and get it right. I loved it because it was something 
you made, it wasn't just typing." 

Like many women of her time, when she had her 
children the career ended but she looks fondly on 
her time at the Electricity Board and still has an old 
map of Crewkerne, rescued when it became redun¬ 
dant.

Call for prosecutions 
during flooding crisis 


BARONESS Cathy Bakewell, of Hard- 
ington Mandeville, has spoken out in the 
in the House of Lords, calling for support 
for authorities in charging drivers who are 
removing closure barriers and ignoring 
the advice of the emergency services by 
driving through floodwaters along af¬ 
fected roads in Somerset. 

The baroness, a former leader of Som¬ 
erset County Council, took part in a ques¬ 
tion session last week on flooding in 
Somerset. 

Baroness Bakewell asked the Lords’ 
Minister: “Where drivers recklessly enter 
floodwaters by removing ‘road closed’ 
barriers, will the Minister join me, a resi¬ 
dent of Somerset, in supporting the emer¬ 
gency services in charging those 
thoughtless people who have to be res¬ 
cued, sometimes more than once?” 


She commented: “As the floodwaters 
spread to areas previously not affected, 
there is an ever increasing demand on the 
scarce resources of the Fire and Rescue 
and Army services. I share the frustration 
for those residents across Somerset who 
now find their journey time significantly 
increased. However, to remove ‘road 
closed’ barriers is reckless and putting 
more strain on our already stretched emer¬ 
gency services. All road users must ensure 
that they take seriously the measures put 
in place to close roads and keep drivers 
safe.” 

Baroness Bakewell had previously 
raised questions in the House of Lords 
about the risks to mental health of resi¬ 
dents and business owners affected by the 
flooding in Somerset.

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WWI stories needed at museum 


CREWKERNE and District Museum and Her¬ 
itage Centre has a new exhibition coming up in 
line with the World War I centenary commem¬ 
orations and the volunteers are looking for con¬ 
tributions from the public. 

Entitled ‘Changing Times - Crewkerne before 
WWF the exhibition will look at the population 
at that time and their work, leisure and services. 

Alongside the exhibition the museum has ap¬ 
plied for Heritage Lottery funding to run a spe¬ 
cial project to encompass all ages in a 
remembrance of the start of the Great War . 

There will be a special exhibition running 
from June to November entitled ‘Letters Home 
- Crewkerne Remembers WWF inspired by a 
bundle of letters from the Front, found in one 
of the South Street cottages. The exhibition will 
include the letters which were sent from a local 
man to his parents, information about a local 


soldier and the diary of a local businessman 
who served, and research on the soldiers named 
on the War Memorial and objects from the pe¬ 
riod relating to the war. 

To help children relate to the time, there will 
be an art activity carried out with three local 
schools and sculptor Richard Langford, looking 
at the use of animals in war. ‘Hooves, Paws and 
Claws - Animals in War’ will include the mak¬ 
ing of a model horse which can then be exhib¬ 
ited in the town. The museum will hold activity 
sessions where children can explore the uses of 
other animals at the time, such as dogs and pi¬ 
geons. 

Crewkerne Library will also be involved, col¬ 
lecting stories about the war from people living 
in the town. 

Researchers at the museum have investigated 
the soldiers on the War Memorial and the infor¬ 


mation has been passed to the British Legion so 
they can update the Roll of Honour in Falkland 
Square. 

Many people have stories within their fami¬ 
lies about those who served in the Great War 
and the museum would like to hear from them, 
to create a bigger picture. Either visit the li¬ 
brary for a form to write your story on and re¬ 
turn it there or contact the museum on 01460 
77079. 

Any objects relating to the period which can 
be loaned for the exhibition would be gratefully 
received, a complete uniform has already been 
pledged. 

Sponsorship for materials for the special ac¬ 
tivities would also be gratefully received. The 
Museum and Heritage Centre will have a music 
licence this season and hope to set up a listening 
centre.

Hugo, a member and 
past president of the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Chelwood 
Bridge, and director of 
Worldwaterworks, has 
been awarded the honour 
for ‘Charitable Services 
in the UK and Abroad 
through the Rotary Club 
and Worldwaterworks 
Ltd.’ 

Hugo’s said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that Rotary and 
the Water Survival Box 
project has been recog¬ 
nised in this way. 

“This award is really, a 
tribute to all the trustees 
and our fellow Rotarians 
from Chelwood Bridge, 
who have given their 
time, physical effort and 
various talents towards 
the team effort. It also 
recognises the army of 
volunteers who work for 
the benefit of others in 
sympathy with the core 
principle of Rotary Inter¬ 
national which is ‘Ser¬ 
vice above Self’. 

It was Boxing Day 
2004 when an earthquake 
off the coast of Sumatra,

This led to an apprecia¬ 
tion that the process 
needed to be streamlined 
so that the aid reached the 
people in the quickest 
possible time. 

In 2006 the Rotary 
Water Survival Box 
(WSB) was born - the 
water purification kit is 
the first priority and other 
essential items include a 
kitchen set, health and 
hygiene set, simple shel¬ 
ter and basic tools; other 
general household items 
with which to start to re¬ 
build the family’s life are 
also included. 

Seven senior members 
of the Rotary Club of 
Chelwood Bridge formed 
Worldwaterworks which 
was then approved as a 
registered charity. 

Hugo was appointed 
chairman by his fellow 
trustees and continued in 
that role until the end of 
2011, when he became 
Director of Operations. 

Seven-and-a-half years 
later the charity has con¬ 
verted more than £1 mil¬ 
lion in donations to some 
8,600 WSBs that have 
been sent by air to 32 dis¬ 
asters in 21 countries 
from Japan in the Far 
East, through South East 


Asia, the Indian sub-con¬ 
tinent, Africa, the 
Caribbean, to Central and 
South America. 

Our most recent opera¬ 
tion has resulted in a total 
of 800 WSBs being sent 
to the central Philippines 
following the devastation 
caused by Typhoon 
Haiyan. 

The boxes have been 
distributed to families 
most in need by Human¬ 
ity Fiirst (one of the char¬ 
ity’s international aid 
partners) and Worldwa¬ 
terworks is holding back 
a further 250 boxes ear¬ 
marked for the Philip¬ 
pines pending an updated 
needs assessment. 

Hugo retired as Assis¬ 
tant Chief Constable of 
Avon and Somerset Con¬ 
stabulary in 1995, at the 
end of a 37 year career in 
the police service. 

He first joined Rotary 
as a member of the Bath 
West club in 1978; fol¬ 
lowing a break due to 
work commitments, 
Hugo rejoined in 1990 as 
a member of the Chel¬ 
wood Bridge club, where 
he served as president in 
1997/98. 

He was made a Paul 
Harris Fellow in 2005.

EWAN McLennan first emerged onto the UK folk scene 
with the release of his debut album 'Rags & Robes' The 
recording gained much critical praise, described by 
Maverick as ’a collection of truly captivating songs', and 
featured in MOJO's top ten folk albums of 2010. After 
an appearance on the BBC Radio 2 Folk Show and a tel¬ 
evised performance for the Celtic Connections Festival

Ewan's music was immediately noted for its depth of 
feeling and sincerity, something which comes from his 
respect and passion for the music he plays.

Drive Safely In The Coming 
Floods And Storms 


ROAD SAFETY charity the 1AM is offering tips from Britain's top 
advanced driver, Peter Rodger. Following severe weather warn¬ 
ings of storms and floods over the coming days, the 1AM is advis¬ 
ing on how to keep safe in the storms. 

1AM chief examiner Peter Rodger said:"A suddenly very wet road 
surface increases the chances of slipping when braking or steer¬ 
ing, which is a problem not just for motorists, but cyclists and mo¬ 
torcyclists too." 

"When driving in wet conditions remember that stopping dis¬ 
tances will increase, and visibility will be reduced. Drop your speed 
and give yourself more time to slow down." 

In cases of severe flooding, you should reconsider making the 
journey at all. If it is unavoidable, and you have to drive through 
deep water, the 1AM recommends drivers take the following pre¬ 
cautions: 

• Drive on the highest section of the road and don't set off if a 
vehicle is approaching you 

• Leave time and space to avoid swamping other cars and 
pedestrians 

• Drive slowly and keep going once you have started - make sure 
you have a clear run. In a manual car, keep the revs high by 
"slipping the clutch" (which means the clutch is not fully 
engaged) all the time you are in the water 

• If you can't see where you are going to come out of the water, 
such as when approaching flooding on a bend, think twice 
about starting to drive into it 

• In deep water never take your foot off the accelerator, as this 
could allow water to travel up the exhaust pipe 

• Once you're out of the water, dry the brakes before you need 
them. The best way is to lightly apply the brake as you drive 
along for a few seconds, after checking nothing is following you 
too closely. 

In the wind 

• Strong winds can also unsettle your car and even change your 
direction of travel. Grip your steering wheel firmly and also be 
ready for the effects of the wind on other road users, 
particularly motorcyclists and flat-sided vehicles like lorries. 

• Plan your journey - is there a route with less exposure to the 


weather and less risk of fallen trees? Choose a sheltered route 
if you have the option. 

• Strong winds are not constant, they are usually gusty so ensure 
you hold the steering wheel firmly. 

• Overtaking high sided vehicles or driving past buildings can 
result in a sudden gust from the side as you clear. 

• Give cyclists, motorcyclists, lorries and buses more room than 
usual. They get blown around by side winds easily. Even 
pedestrians can be blown about. 

• Watch trees and bushes on the roadside - their branches can 
show you how strong the wind is. Look well ahead, that way 
you don't need to take your eye off the road and you can see 
any windy patches before you get to them. 

• Go slow enough to cope with the gusts. Wind can get under a 
car and reduce its handling and braking significantly. 

• Keep an eye on what is happening to other vehicles - where 
they are affected will give you a pre warning. 

• Go slowly enough to cope with the tree that has fallen right 
across the road, just round the bend where you can't see it. 

• Be careful of debris, try and have space beside you in case you 
need to dodge it. 

In the rain 

• Before you set off, set your heater controls - rain can makes the 
windows mist up in seconds. You don't want to be fiddling with 
controls when you should be concentrating on the road. 

• See and be seen. Put your lights on - as a rule of thumb, when 
ever you need to use your wipers you should also turn your 
dipped headlights on, and before overtaking put your wipers 
on their fastest setting. 

• Keep your eyes on the road ahead and plan your driving so that 
you can brake, accelerate and steer smoothly - harsh 
manoeuvres will unbalance the car. 

• Slow down. In the rain stopping distance is at least doubled. 
Giving yourself more space also helps to avoid spray, especially 
when following a large vehicle. 

• If you have cruise control, avoid using it on wet roads - you need 
to pay more attention to the road surface conditions and alter 
your speed gently.

STORMY weather, poor shooting 
and mistakes all contributed to 
another narrow home defeat for 
Yeovil Town, this time against 
Leeds United who have been in 
the headlines this week for their 
off the field activities involving an 
Italian takeover bid.

"So it's full marks to Alastair, who's done a 
good job to get him fit first time out and to 
Phine, as he's a very hard puller." 

Crewkerne trainer Jack Barber flew the 
Wessex flag with a double with Subtle Sov¬ 
ereign (Restricted) and Aikideau (Ladies'

Aikideau, bought privately by Sarah Bar¬ 
ber, Pippa James and Sarah "SJ" Longman 
after carrying the Stewart family's Big Buck's 
colours under Rules, opened his pointing ac¬ 
count after jockey Bryony Frost grabbed the 
inside line rounding the final bend. 

Northamptonshire trainer Sylvia Edmunds 
thanked former jockey Tim Lane after Grand 
Exit's comfortable Jockey Club Mares'Maiden 
win under Sam Davies-Thomas. 

"Tim found her in David Pipe's yard," ex¬ 
plained Sylvia, who shares the eight-year-old 
with her partner, John Busby. 

"I went down to the Oakgrove Stud, near 
Chepstow, where Tim works as Stud Manager, 
to see her in June. She's ideal for us as she's a 
real old woman's ride." 

Sean Bowen, 16, doubled his career tally 
when his uncle Willie Bryan's Overafrica was 
left clear by Themanfromcork's last fence fall 
in the Horses & Geldings Maiden. 

"I bought this one from Donald McCain [for 
£2,500 at Doncaster in May] so that Sean and 
my son, Peter, could share the rides," ex¬ 
plained Shrewsbury-based Willie, who re¬ 
called riding his late father Bill's top class 
Sparkford to victory in the Cheltenham 
Hunter Chase Evening 4-mile contest. 

The ease of Tempelpirate's Novice Riders' 
race success under Katy Lyons surprised his 
Newbury owner-trainer Tim Underwood.

His first was recorded in 2001 with Azer- 
tyuiop ridden by the acclaimed Adrian 
Maguire, Rigmarole in 2004 with Ruby Walsh 
provided the second notch and last year's 
winner Zarkandar completed the hat-trick, 
ridden by Daryl Jacob. 

Within the 30-year period, Richard Dun- 
woody remains the most successful jockey of 
the Kingwell Hurdle with five wins between 
1989 and 1998 riding Floyd, Kribensis trained 
by Sir Michael Stoute, Valfinet, Dreams End 
and I'm Supposin.

"As it was an all hurdle card, 
the course got chewed up and 
progressively worse which 
meant the horses in the last race 
bumper were almost out on 
their feet." 

He was surprised that his 
horse had coped so well with 
the mud because he has shown 
a preference for decent ground. 

"He did very well considering 
the conditions and lobbed 
along well but was badly 
bumped on the final bend be¬ 
fore two out; so much so it was 
the discussion of a stewards en¬ 
quiry." 


Whether, as a result of it or 
not, he made a mistake at the 
second last and ended up al¬ 
most doing the splits on landing 
which saw jockey Gary Derwin 
lose his stirrup briefly, but both 
recovered well and he went on 
to win comfortably by 7>h 
lengths. 

He will now go to Wincanton 
on Saturday or more likely wait 
until next week. 

By the time of the sixth race 
on the card,The BathwickTyres 
Barnstaple Handicap Hurdle 
over 2m7f, the ground was hor¬ 
rible, and Buckler's other runner 
Ballyegan did well to finish a 
valiant fifth, and pick up £164 
for his owners. 

"He jumped well but just got 
stuck in the mud; the conditions 
were so exceptional. He had a 
throat operation in the summer 
of 2012 and has recovered well 
from it, but the extremely test¬ 
ing conditions saw him choke a 
bit." 

Tinker Time is pencilled in for 
Sandown Park on Friday or Win¬ 
canton on Saturday where 
Somerset Lias may run provid¬ 
ing the ground is not too heavy.
